Do Something Bae Cred 


Addressing a gathering at Vancouver last month, His Excellency Baron 
syvag of Vimy, Governor-General, said: ; 

“T have another year aad a hai f to stay in Canada, and when I go somehow 
I weuld like to feel that Canada has trod the path of prosperity and towar 
idealism. J would like to feel that when I go the people will say: ‘There 
T can’t tel! of the pride it vould give me to think I 
had done something for thir country, for which my pride is unspeakable.” 

These Words came at the conciusion of an address filled with optimism 


_for the future of Canada, but urging as an essential, national unity and the 


vutling of idealism into the minds of the rising generation. “I know that 
Canada is going ahead,” declared His Excellency, “and that the spirit that 
emanated frem small pleres where the Canadian units formed and spread to 
baltalions nd divisions overseas, still exists among the Canadian people. But 
we must See eye to eye, for without unity Canada cannot become a real nation.” 

Ii Baror Byng, an Englishman, whose dutiés necessitate his residence in 
Canada for only five years, feels this way about the Dominion, and is imbued 
wilh this desire to do something tor Canada, how much nidre intensely should 
native-born Canadians, and those who have chosen Canada by adoption as their 
permanent homeland, feel towards this Dominion, and flow anxious they 
should be tn “do something for Canada.” 

And, after all, that fs just what Canada needs, that her sons and daugh- 
ters should strive to do. something for her. For a.time a tendency towards 
paternalism swept orer this country when the doctrine scemed to find ready 
aeceptance that it was the business of the Government or State to look after 
the peuple rather than that the people should look after and promote the wel- 
fare of ihe State and thereby promote the well-being and advancement of all. 

No doubt the-war was largely respoffgible for this tendency, because, 
ha that grim conflict was being waged, it became necessary for. the State 

call upon the entire citizenship to fight for its and their preservation, and. 
ae in tie army every man’s slightest want was provided for by Govern. 
ment and, his dependents cared for by Government in his absence. War 
madc those things necessary, but a continuance of war policies would mean 
national bankruptey, and State paternalism carried toean extreme inevitably 
means uational disintegration. : . 4 

Fortunately, popular belief in the efficacy of State aid for this, that and 
the other thing is on the wane. 
is, affer all, themselves, and that it is impossible to lift oneself by the boot 
straps. The slogan of today is not “Wait and see what the Government will 
do," but “Do something yoursell, for yourself, and for the country.” an; 

lt is selfish doing for oneself only. England would not be the great 

nation it is if Englishmen ‘iad only had a, vision of England, and nof of the 
great British Empire in the making. ~ The United States would never have 
grown into the powerful nation it is today If the people had insisted on States’ 
rignts first, last and all the time regardless of the national well-being. As 
Baron Byng has emphasized, there must be unity in Canada, and union. in 
natiunal endeavor and enterprise, before a real nation can arise. =~ 

And national idealism requires to be inculcated ift the youth of today and 
carefully nutured and devolepd) “Men and women are hard at work earnest- 
ly striving for some object in life, but what greater objectiye can any Cana- 
dian have than the rendering of service to Canada itself. . Development or 
our natural resources may bring rewards to the individual, but it is bound to 
bring something greater,to Canada itself if carried outin a spirit of national 
service rather than of national exploitation. 7 - : 

When the time comes,for a Canadian to ‘go, not going in the serse of 
Barcn Byng's departure for his old home in England, but going because life’s 
work is ended, what greater satisfaction can be felt than in a knowledge that 
he has done something, achieved something for his own country. Whiie not 
agrceing with the extreme to which the theory was carried by Germany, it 
must be admitted that there is much to be said for the doctrine, or policy, 
call it what-you will, which sets forth that the,individual exists for the State 
and not the State for the individual. The truth, of course, lies between these’ 
two cxfremes. . In Canada there is apparently little danger of the German 
policy cfa State superimposed on the individuals finding acceptance; the dan- 
ger lo be avoided is that of regarding the individual as all-important and the 
State as of little account except as il can be used to promote the selfish aims 
and desires of the individua! 

Like the Boy Scouts with their slogan. “Do a Good Turn Every Day,” 
Canadians should Jn unity and with a true national idealism strive in season 
and 9ut of season to do something for Canada. ‘

Saskatchewan Exports Eggs 


Eighty-Five Carloads Are Shipped 
. During Two-Month Period 

A large export business in poultry 
products is being built up by Saskat- 
chewan farmers, according to the 
careful supervision of the Provincial 
Marketing Department. From April 
1 to May 381 of this year, forty-five 
cars of eggs were-shipped from differ-, 
ent points in Souther Saskatchewan.

Huge Zeppelins Will Carry One 
Hundred Passengers In Utmost 
Comfort 

England to Australia by crude oil- 
burning Zeppelin type aircraft in 10 
days is a commercial possiblity within 
the next two years, according to Sir 
Keith (Smith, famous Australian filer, 
who, with his brother, Sir Ross Smith, 
was the first to accomplish the flight 
four years ago for which a prize ot 
£10,000 was given by the Australian 
Government. ~ - ° 
Sir Keith was interviewed in Van- 
cotiver prior to sailing for Australia 
as general supervisor for Vickers’, 
Ltd. : 

Rapid strides of invention have ‘al- 
most eliminated the dangers of flying, 
he declared. Two big airships for 
the England-Australia and Australia- 
India service, now “being built by 
Vickers, will use crude oil instead of 
inflammable petroleum, thus removing 
the greatest danger to flying by air- 
ship. 

“The commercial feasibility of the 
airship has been thoroughly estab- 
lished,” remarked Sir Keith. “The 
big ships which are now building will 
have a capacity of 100 passengers, as 
well as whatever baggage they need. 
This is to be a cold business proposi- 
tion, with a view of not only shorteh- 
ing the time. between the countries, 
but to give the wfinost- comfort and 
service.” 

One of the existing airships will 
first be used in an_ experimental 
flight to make a study of conditions, 
such as general scientific | data. 
Another large airship will be’ tested 
in England soon to determine just 
how great a load it will take and what 
the strain and stress will be. Mean- 
while) the builders will go on with 
construction of the two great airships

At the beginning of July the index 
purchasing power of farm products 
was 79, as comprred with the year 
1913, representing 100. That is 10 
per cent. higher than at any time in 
the Jast four years. In. its monthly 
review the‘department takes issue 
with those who have estimated a $1,- 
000,000,000 increase in the value of the 
wheat crop over last year’s crop. 

“It is possible that United States 
wheat growers will get from  $100,- 
000,000 to $200,000,000 more for their 
wheat this year than last, assuming 
that they will seil something over 
500,000,000 bushels,” said the depart- 
ment. “This is considerably less 
than the $1,000,000,000 increase esti-

Rains Benefit Crops 


Improved Prospects Over Wide Area 
In Alberta and Saskatchewan 
Calgary.—Crops on summerfallow in 
practically every part of the province 
have benefitted immensely by the re- 
cent rains. The Herald says: 
Stubbted jn crops and spring plow- 
ing will not be changed greatly except 
in.the south, where many of them will 
produce a fair Jield. A new aspect 
has been brought to the whole crop 
situation, however, by the welcome 
moisture, and estiinates of the Alberta 
yield are now pluced ‘at seventy to 
eighty million bushels, instead of forty 
to fifty million. In the south the rain 
arrived at a most opportune period, 
and yields will be doubled in- many in- 
stances, through better fruition of high 
standing grain. 
The Goose Lake area, from Drum 
heller- to Hanna and east of that 
point, was saved from almost total 
loss by immense improvement to.

Few Suggestions Prepared. By Cana- 
dian National Institute For the 
Blind 
tood eyesight -is a most precjous 
possession, -but like many other good 
things of Jife few. of us properly ap- 
préciate it until there is ‘a danger of 
losing it or until “we have lost it en- 
lirely. We use onr eyes until nature 
sends a warning of pain or discom- 


fort. If we are wise we know that 
this is a sign that our eyes are not 
equal to the strain we are putting 


upon them or thai they-are being used 
carelessly, But some will pay no at- 
tention to danger signals -and” pro- 
ceeduntil they ave brought up with a 
start at the doctor's verdict that their 
eyesight is failing rapidly, and it will 
only be a matter of a few months or 
years until they will lose it aloogether. 

The man who has lost his sight 
knows how badly he is handicapped 
in life. He knows that he is cut oft 
from many kinds of work he would 
like to do, and at which he could earn 
a good livelihood. He knows that he 
is deprived of some of the best pleas- 
ures of life, the power to see. and ap- 
preciate color, the ability to see the 
faces of friends and read in these 
faces the expression of thought and 
feeling. He lives ina world of dark= 
hess, and is dependent_on touch and 
hearing—very poor substitutes, to find 
his way about and to come to under- 
sland the people with whom he must 
live. 

The Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind has as a part of its pro- 
gramme—prevention of — blindness. 
They have prepared a few suggestions 
on how to save sight, which are weil 
worth the attention, of anyone who 
wishes to preserve their eyesight:

Cyclones and Tornadoes 


Tornadoes. Only Appear During Cer- 
tain Prescribed Hours of the 
, Day 

Most peopfe get’ tornadoes and 
cyclones mixed up. Of course, either 
of them is a bad thing to get mixed 
up with. 

In the first-place, nearly everyone 
has the idea that summer time is tor- 
nado time, but this isn’t true at all. 
On the contrary, the tornado season 
is, mainly in March, April and May. 
April Is the big month for tornadoes. 

The tornado ts. an upright, revolv- 
ing, roaring, destroying cloud. ~ Ty- 
phoons and’ monsoons, also confused 
with tornadoes. are storms covering 
large areas, hundreds of miles in difa- 
meter, and ‘they give rise to straight 
winds only. The winds ofa tornado 


have a violent rotary motfon. ‘The 
word “cyclone” refers, correctly, to 
the great_storm areas. which pass, 


week by week, across the country. 

“There is a definite relationship be- 
tween clouds—and times of day even. 
Different periods of the same day will 
produce different” clouds. The tor- 
nado comes usually in the litle after- 
noon or the eatly evening... The hours 
from 3 p.m, to 10 Bemis willinclude all 
of them. ‘ 

In the United States the Mississippt 
valley is hardest hit and gets most..of 
these funnel-shaped clouds. ‘The tor- 
nado is unknown in) California and 
New England: 

i The wreckage In ils wake ‘is often 
very ‘terrible. This is due to the tre- 
mendous wind, for the outer walls of 
the funnel may travel at from 300 to 
600 miles per hour. In the very cen- 
tre there fs probably a vaccum which 
bursts_open all objects which with- 
stand the outer winds. A tornado 
at its largest will be less than one 
thousand feet wide at its base,-s0 that 
the territory rufned by this monster 
may somelimes be a very narrow one.
